Wonderful Qualities of Liquid Air. 


Professor 
d'Arsonval liquefied; air 


with great success 
at a recent confer- 


ence of the Museum ofNatural History 
at Paris. 
The air was 
liquefied by 


enormous pressure, and its temperature 
was minus 180 degrees centigrade. 
The 


liquid can, be kept in double-sided sil- 
ver-colored bottles, from which it will 
not evaporate as itdid in former exper- 
iments when kept inother receptacles. 
It was showu that liquefied air destroys 
the elasticity of-indui rubber, which be- 
comes hard and as :brittleas glass. 
It 


can then be pulverized." When the air 
has evaporated the india rubber again 
becomes 
elastic. 
Meat can be treated 


in the. same manner..- Professor 
d'Ar- 


sonval showed 
a beefsteak 
that had 


been dipped in liquefied air. He letit 
fall,and \vh*en it.struck tl'e platformit 
sounded like a stone. It broke into 
pieces. 
Meats can be reduced to a pow- 


der that is'easy tomasticate and assim- 
ilate. Ice dipped into liquefied air 
cut glass like, a diamond, and mercury 
will become 
as hard 
as 
antimony. 


Liquefied air gives metals, especially 
steel, ten-fold qualities obtained by or- 
dinary 
methods. 
It increased 
their 


ductibility,enabling them to be drawn 
out to the thickness of a hair. 
When 


heated itbecomes so powerful an explo- 
sive that no metal can resist it.

Mr. Wheeler started for 
Sacramento 
where he took charge of 


an ox-team for one day, being paid $10 
in gold. dust_ for his wages— the first 
gold dust he ever handled.

became an assistant 
carpenter 
for a 


month, and on receiving bis month's 
pay he 
started 
for the diggings at 


Amador, near where the city of Ama- 
dor now stands, iHere ho rocked 
out 


his $100.00 
per day. 
He,' and two 


others, 
located 
the "Granite 
State 


mine" in1850. 
The mine is now known 


as the "Keystone," from which many 
millions of dollars have been taken; 


When gold was discovered in Cali- 


fornia, Mr. Wheeler, then 23 years of 
age, leftPortsmouth, New Hampshire, 
witheight or nine others, 
and sailed 


from Mew York for San Francisco 
by 


way of the Isthmus of Panama, having 
sent a house, all. prepared for fitting 
together, around the Horn. The party 
crossed the Isthmus on mules, only to 
find that tbe vessel had sailed for San 
Francisco. 
While waitingat Panama 


their company bad been Increased 
by 


fresh 
arrivals to 70 or 
80 persons. 


They prepared, fitted up and provision- 
ed an old whale boat, and on the morn- 
ing they were ready to sail• descried a 
ship - in the offing putting into port 
for provisions and news. 
By generous 


offers they were not longinpersuading 
the captain 
to take them and their 


whale boat to San Francisco. 
Seventy 


dajs were consumed in the voyage. . 


On Wednesday, Feb. 20th, at 1p. m. 


at his residence inPine Grove, 
passed 


away James T. Wheeler in his 75th 
year of age. 
He seemed to be in great 


pain allthe morning, and at the hour 
above named he sat down In his chair 
whilehis wife ran for medicine. "The 
last words he said when tbe medicine 
was offered were: "Ican't talk," and 
putting his handkerchief 
to his eyes 


began to weep. 
Mrs. Wheeler went to 


summon her daughter,, and returning, 
found him gasping for breath. 
She 


screamed for the boarders to help, who 
reminded her that he was beyond help, 
that all was over. 
He had succumbed 


at last to his oldtrouble, heart disease.
